GOO B R N OR D E W E Y . 
Ex-Governcr Neleon Dewey died 
hie brine at C an ille, Grant county, 
midnight on Saturday. 
Governor Dewey had been a resident 
of Wisconsin for more than 52 years. 
He settled in Grant county in 183G, and 
after filliog the position of a olerk 
for a 
short 
time, 
he 
formed 
a 
partnership with the late J . Allen Bar­ 
ber, at Lancaster. 
The 
published 
sketcnes of his life give the following 
facts: His first political office was that 
of register of deeds of Grant county, to 
which he was elected upon the organiza­ 
tion of the county in 1837. 
He repre­ 
sent! d Grant county in the second legis­ 
lative assembly of Wisconsin territory in 
1838, and was speaker of the house in 
1840 and 1841, 
In 1842 be beoame a 
member of the territorial council, and 
presided over its deliberations 
dur­ 
ing the 
fourth 
session 
of 
thirty 
days. 
WI en the territory became a state 
Mr. 'Dewey became a candidate on the 
democratic ticket, and was elected first 
governor ol*the new state on May 8,1848, 
and was sworn into office June 7,serving 
the four years from Jsb. 1,1850, to Jan. 
5, 1854. 
During his term as the execu­ 
tive bead of the state, Governor Dewey 
was recognized as an honest and con­ 
scientious official. He wai severe in his 
denunciation of men and measures which 
he thought were wroLg, as he web strong 
in his convictions of the right. Many of 
the [methods of business now in vogne 
in the tartans departments of the state 
government were originated by him* 
The design for the bret coat-of-arms, 
which was used until a few years ago, 
was selected by him. 
In the position of 
governor, at the trying period of the first 
years of the state's existence, his conduct 
of eflfeirs was each es to reflect credit 
upon himself, and to be to the advantage 
f the state. 
Daring thejpast few years the life of 
Governor Petrel had been a checkered 
one. 
In the days of bis prosperity he 
built one of the finest residences in the 
state at Gassville. on the backs of the 
Mississippi. His barns and fences were 
made to match the mansion. Bat a few 
yearo ago a fire came and the magnifi­ 
cen t home went to ashes. Then came 
reverse after reverse and trouble after 
trouble, until he lost all. His home 
was wrecked by family quarrels, a divorce 
Bait was instituted by the governor, bat 
it was dropped, bat he and his wife, who 
was a daughter of the late Judge Dunn, 
separated forever. 
She is now living at 
St. Louis with her son. 
There are a great many people in Wis­ 
consin who will deeply regret the misfor­ 
tune that overtook Governor Da wey. His 
ability, character, and spirit, merited a 
better lot. The days that were the dark­ 
est to him, should have been his bright­ 
est.

Dewey, the first Governor of Wisconsin 
died at Cassville Sunday morning a t a 
few minutes to I o'clock. 
Ile was aged 
75 years and ll menthe. 
Ile had b^en fail­ 
ing for a long time and his death was no 
surprise to his friends. 
In fact it has 
been anticipated so long that preparations 
wero boing made for bis funeral l»efore ho 
died. 
The Governor ami all tho State 
officers will attend as woll as all the ex 
Governors of tho State|aml many leadiug 
mon. 
Nelson C. Dewey came to tho Territory 
from New York in 1880, whon it was 
known as “ the lead region.” 
rushing, 
energetic, and industrious, young Dewey, 
thon barely 21, throw himself into tho 
feverish life of tho mining region. 
He 
had a good legal education and formed a 
paitnership with J. Allon Barber of Lan 
caster. 
Every lead struck in those days

Dowey turning tho great 
domain over to tho Northwestern Mutual 
insuarnce company, which hnd a m ortgage 
on the place. 
Since that time he lived a t 
Cassville trying to secure what ho £ould 
from tho wreck.

Governor Hoard has Bent a company of 
Eau Claire militia to West {Superior to 
quell an incipient not. 
An ounce of prevention is always bet­ 
ter than a pound of oure; bat the city 
and oounty officials in West Superior 
seem to have been premature in their 
appeal to the governor for military aid. 
Unless serious violence is done (and it had 
not been done in West Superior) the 
grim threat of the presence of the mil- 
tia armed to kill is not called for, and is 
not American. 
If, instead of sending 
troops, our 
worthy governor had jumped upon a 
special train and gone himself, his pres­ 
ence would have been worth far more 
than the presence of the troops, he would 
have “rn ade a record for himself," and 
the good name of the state would have 
been less injured.—Evening Wisconsin. 
This criticism will hardly be [endorsed 
by public sentiment, especially in the 
light of experience gained in 1886. 
If 
Govei nor Rusk had acted on this sug­ 
gestion of the Evening Wisconsin, [there 
is no telling how disasterous and wide 
spread would have been the riot in Mil­ 
waukee in May, 1886. 
We judge that 
his presence alone would not have an­ 
swered the purpc se. 
But his presents6 
together with the presence of troops, put 
an end to the proposed riot.

NORTH DAKOTA CONSTITUTION 
....,,i 
. 
P ro v isio n s o f th o New D o cu m en t to Be 
D iscu ssed by th o C o n v en tio n . 
B ism a rc k , D. T ., July 22.—The consti­ 
tutional convention has been given a gen­ 
uine surprise by tho presentation of a 
complete constitution, which will bo con­ 
sidered during tho prosent wook. 
It is a 
compilation of the best provisions of tho 
constitutions of tho different States and 
United States. 
W ith regard to taxation 
it has the Wisconsin provision, which pro­ 
vides th at tho rule of taxation shall ti© 
uniform upon property mado subject to 
taxation by tho Legislature 
It gives the 
Legislature tho powor to fix passenger 
and freight ratos, it prohibits tho loaning 
of tho credit of the State to any associa­ 
tion or corporation; vests tho judicial 
power in a court of impeachment consist­ 
ing of tho Senate, a Supremo court, 
District 
court, 
County 
courts, 
and 
justices of 
the 
peace, and 
provides 
against femalo suffrage. 
Tho Houso of Representavos shall con 
sist of not less than seventy-live nor moro 
than 120 members, and the Senate not less 
than one-third nor moro than ono-half tho 
sizo of tho House. 
It provides for bien­ 
nial sessions of tho Legislature, not exceed­ 
ing ninety days. 
Two-thirds of 
the 
members elect may 
override 
tho 
veto 
power. 
It is against minority representa­ 
tion, providing for elections by a plurality 
vote. 
It gives tho Legislature full power 
to regulate liquor licenses. Any coal lands 
tho State may acquire in tho Congressional 
grant shall never bo sold, but may l o 
leased. 
Tho school fund shall bo consid­ 
ered a trust fund, tho interest to be used 
for tho schools, and in case of loss any 
part of the principal tho State must make 
it good. 
It directs the Legislature to pass liberal 
homestead laws; prohibits foreign cor­ 
p o r a te s from transacting business in the 
Stato until they appoint an agent in the 
State, who shall l»o subject to process by 
law; provides that no foreigner shall vote 
until two years after ho has declared his 
intention to becoino a citizen, and that the 
reading of tho declaration of independence 
with facility shall bo considered a test of 
the qualification of a voter. 
This constitution will furnish an abund­ 
ance of m aterial for discussion, and those 
who havo read it predict th at it will bo 
adopted with very few changes.

During the lapse of a’ out two 
year's tome unpleasantness grew up be­ 
tween Mr. Hoadley and his wife, which 
led to tem porary separation, but last Sep­ 
tember they again began to live together as 
husband and wife. 
At the last term of tho 
Coihmon Meas court of Williams county, 
Mrs. Hoadley applied for a divorce and 
alimony, and in the meantime had left her 
husband and returned to her father’s house 
near Edgerton.

Mr. Newman heard the report of tho 
shots and started in tho direction of the 
barn, when he mot Hoadley, who at oneo 
shot the old man three times,

sued th9 mother and younger sister of his 
wife, and but for timely aid would have 
killed theta also. 
Hoadley then returned 
to the place where tile wife fell. He found 
her still living and, locking ids arm in hers, 
emptied two more chambers of his revolver 
—one in her forehead and tho other in her 
mouth, and then shot himself, inflicting a 
wound from which he died at l l o’clock. 
Hoadley had three revolvers on his person 
and it is thought he intended to kill tho 
entire Newman family.

Chicago, July 22.—Ti e following will 
appear in tho Farm ers’ 
Review' of this 
week: 
‘•The m ajority of our crop correspond­ 
ents report nn excess of rain during tho 
last week, which has interfered considerably 
with the harvesting of wheat and inclined 
oats to rust and lodge. 
The great present 
need is dry, hot w eather to bring corn for­ 
ward and to enable the farmers to cut and 
harvest grain crops. 
“ The prospects for potatoes are very 
flattering in all tho States covered by our 
report savo in Minnesota and Dakota, nnd 
ev&n in that section tho crop promises to 
bo a fair one. 
In most of tho other States 
the present condition is considerably abovo 
the average. 
„ 
“ Corn 
prospects continuo 
good 
in 
Missouri, Nebraska, 
Kansas, and Iowa. 
Tho crop bas improved considerably in 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, aud Dakota, under 
recent moist, hot weather. 
Quite a fall­ 
ing off is noticeable in the reports front 
Ohio and Kentucky, however; in Illinois 
and Indiana tho present outlook is lair. 
On tho whole tho present situation is 
rather critical, 
ff cool, wet weather Pre­ 
vails during tho next fifteen days tho TO" 
suit will l»e disastrous in many fields 
already saturated with moisture. 
W ith 
hot, dry weather during that time tho 
crop would probably bo abovo tho average. 
“ The condition of spring wheat continues 
good in Iowa and Nebraska and fair in 
Wisconsin. 
Tho crop has improved since 
tho last report in Minnesota, but reports 
are far from encouraging. 
Dakota corre­ 
spondents report a still furthor decline in 
tho condition, with prospects of only half 
a crop. 
“ A general decline is noticeable in the 
condition of the oat crop in Illinois, In­ 
diana, Ohio, 
Michigan, Wisconsin, and 
Kansas, due to the excessively wet weather. 
In Kansas many correspondents roport 
serious damage I rom rust, but whether it 
will materially affect tho yield for tho 
whole State it is as yet too early to deter­ 
mine. 
In 
Kentucky, 
Iowa, Nebraska, 
Minnesota, and Dakota tho condition has 
Improved slightly sinco last report. 
In 
Dakota, however, it is too late to restore 
even a fair average, and the crop there 
will be almost a failure.

—Seventeen B andits C aptured. 
N ew 
Y o rk , July 22.—The following 
South American mail advices have been 
received: 
Senor Rafael Cayon of Colombia has in­ 
vented a system of telegraphic batteries by 
which he obtains the current without chem 
irals. 
A patent will Le applied for in the 
United States. 
Tho death of six children and of a woman 
have occurred in Guayaquil, {Ecuador, in 
one day and in different pnrts of tho city 
under mysterious and precisely similar cir­ 
cumstances. 
In each case tile victim fell 
suddenly in the street, and after a few con­ 
vulsions died, vomiting blood and foam. 
Seventeen bandits, who have I eon the 
terror of travelers for many month-, have 
l»een captured fly the national forces near 
Quito, Ecuador. 
Their last crimo was the 
robbery of a farm-house, 
the owner of 
which they murdered, while his wife and 
daughter were dragged away to tho ban­ 
dits’ mountain retreat and have never 
peen seen since.

Bolivia. 
The people are panic-stricken, as 
litt’e medical attendance is to bo had.

was the champion cf this building in tie 
board, for which he received the thanks 
of all patrons of that echool. 
He cer­ 
tainly was not ignorant of the faot that 
this building had to be paid for by tte 
tax payers of the city; that $3,000 of this 
indebtedness falls due and must bo paid 
this year; that interest amounting to 
$875 on account of the bends issned for 
this building is also an item of extra ex­ 
pense that must be paid out cf this levy, 
wh'ch vouches for $3,875 of the $12,380 
increase. 
Tho Gazette has made something of an 
investigation cf this matter, and finds 
that the fifth ward school commissioner 
voted 
for 
the 
resolution 
increas­ 
ing 
tho 
pay 
of 
teachers 
and 
janitors, knowing that 
E ach action 
would 
necessitate 
the 
increase 
of 
the 
school 
fund 
$3,060 
more 
than last year. This board is democratic, 
and wken this resolution increasing tte 
pay of janitors was adopted but one re­ 
publican member of the board was pres 
eat. 
If it was a political j >b it is cer­ 
tainly chargable to 
the 
democrats. 
Therefore, the Gazette will not apologue 
for the statement that the school com­ 
missioner of the fifth ward is directly re­ 
sponsible for over six thousand dollais 
of the twelve thousand dollars increase 
in oily taxes this year. 
At the same 
time the Gazette has no criticism to offer 
in relation thereto, believing the money 
hasbeen or will be judiciously c if ended, 
and oannot see any reason for tho fifth 
ward Babool commissioner to wince and 
whine now in his fruitless endeavor to 
make political capital. 
The remainder of the increase, except­ 
ing that in the ward funds, was made 
absolutely necessary by circumstances 
unforseen at the time, and for which the 
republican .majority in the council is not 
responsible, as every alderman, demo­ 
crat and republican, present voted for it 
except Ald. Conrad (republican) who 
voted in the negative, and Aids Han- 
thorn and Rowe, (republicans) and Ald. 
Horn, (democrat) were absent. ( 
The increase of the ward funds from 
year to year may be a question for criti­ 
cism; probably it is; yet if the gentleman 
wishes to write on that question he wil| 
find the democrats as deep in th9 mud as 
the republicans.
